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1. A Member of Congress may request that a staff member 
be cleared by communicating his request in writing to the Secre- 
tary of Defense. No action is taken by the Department of Defense 
to "clear" a staff member without am expressed request from a 
Member of Congress. Once such a request is communicated, all 
necessary actions are taken to initiate any required investigation. 

Z, As a general rule, a clearance is requested only when 
the staff member is required to have knowledge or custody of 
classified information in the performance of his official duties. A 
Clearance to a staff member is valid only so long as he remains 
under the supervision of the Member of Congress who requested 
the clearance. If a staff member transfers to another position, 
the Member of Congress who requested the clearance is responsible 
for notifying the Department of Defense so that the staff member's 
clearance may be withdrawn. The same applies if the staff member 
goes from a "need -to -know" position on the same committee or in 
the same office where he no longer requires access to classified 
information. 

3. The Assistant Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs) 
is the principal staff assistant to the Secretary of Defense for 
Department of Defense relations with the Congress, and one of Ids 
functions is to "provide for Department of Defence process of 
personal security clearances of members of Congressional Staffs". 
The Assistant Secretary of Defense (Administration) provides "per- 
sonnel and physical security services". 

4. Any request to the Department of Defense or any of its 
entities for a security clearance, is referred to the Assistant to 
the Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs) for appropriate 
action. That office has developed and maintains direct liaison 
with the offices of the Members of Congress and the Chairmen of 
the respective Committees of the Congress to ensure that the 
requests are official, suitably justified and submitted in writing 

by the appropriate Member of Congress. This component forwards 
to the Director, Security Division, Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Administration), a copy of the letter from the Member of Congress

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with a copy of return acknowledgment to the Member, together 
with the necessary information concerning the staff member, 
including Statements of Personal History, Secrecy Agreements, 
and Fingerprint Charts. 

5. The Security Division conducts National Agency checks 
and background investigations and evaluates the resultant 
information in accordance with the criteria set forth in Depart- 
ment of Defense Directive 5210.8, In favorable determinations 
the Director, Security Division, notifies the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (legislative Affaire) in writing of the granting of a 
security clearance and also enters this clearance in the Index 
Center to support outside inquiries. The Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs), upon receipt of the 
clearance notice from Jecurity Division, thereupon advises the 
Member of Congress by letter of the security clearance approval 
for the staff member whom he nominated. 

6. The Assistant Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs) 
is advised if investigative inquiries indicates that (a) the granting 
of a security approval may not he clearly consistent with the 
interests of national security, or (b) there are factors relating to 
the suitability of a staff aide. In either case the Director, Security 
Division, is responsible for furnishing security advice and guidance. 
Should there be an instance as in (a) above, the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Legislative Affairs) would coordinate an adverse finding 
with the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Administration) and then 
inform the Member of Congress of the denial of clearance of the 
staff aide. In an instance as <b) above, the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense (Legislative Affairs) would resolve the matter as he deems 
appropriate. For the most part, recommendations will range from 
discussion with the Member of Congress to have the request for 
clearance withdrawn, or to agree upon such safeguards over the 
subject as to prevent embarrassment to the Member of the Depart- 
ment of Defense, to finding in favor of the staff aide without 
discussion with the Congressman, 


7. Should a case develop where a Member of Congress insists 
on a clearance despite an indication of the possibility of a security 
risk, the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs) would 
advise the Director, Security Division, who would notify the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense (Administration) of the problem and request his 
determination of what action should be taken. 
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8. A* of 25 April 1969, there was a total of 349 Department 
of Defence clearances, primarily at the TOP SECRET level, issued 
in the following categories of personnel:

1. A Congressional Committee may request that a 
Committee staff member be cleared by communicating Ms 
request la writing to the Secretary of State, The Assistant 
S e cret ary for Congressional Relations determines the "ne«d- 
to-know " and otherwise obtains the necessary Information 
on the Committee staff member* including a Statement of 
Personal History. As a rather firm policy* the Department 
el Stela will not Investigate or clear Administrative Assistants 
eade? the direct employment of Members of Congress. 

2 . fit# As«| «cs»* Secretary for Congressional Relation* 
forwards requests for security clearance to the Deputy Assistant 
Secretary for Security (O/SY), The latter office initially conducts 
a cheek of St records to determine whether there Is available 
app r opri ate Investigative date on which to grant a clearance. If 
these le as record* the Office of the Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for Security will normally check with the Security Division, 

of Defense* and will honor any existing BOD clearance. 
Af a last resort* O/ST conducts a background investigation* and 
arrange* ter tee issuance of a State Department security clearance 
through tee Assistant Secr e ta ry ter Congressional Relatione. K 
adverse information is developed in the field inquiries* this date 
Is brought to the attention of the Assistant Secretary for 
Congressional Relations. In some instances where there is 
limited security access. National Agency checks are conducted 
and a SECRET clearance wilt be issued. 

3. R is to be noted that the above procedures specifically 
do not apply to staff members of tbs Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, whoee Chairman has established arrangements with 
the Attorney General for FBI laveetlgatlons on there individuals 
haring a need ter a clearance. The FBI investigative reports are 
teratebed directly to the CtemmStte* Chairman, and the Assistant 
UstTfliry ter Congressional Relations accepts his determination 
that tee staff aide Is "cleared”. At no point does the Office of 

the Deputy Assistant Secretory for Security get involved la the case.

ATOMIC ENERGY COMMISSION 


1. Atomic Energy Commission ”Q H clearance requests on 
Congressional stall members are processed in a routine manner 
to AEC's Congressional Relations Division. The latter office 
obtains a Personnel Security Questionnaire, a signed Security 
Acknowledgment, and a fingerprint card. These forms are 
forwarded to the Division of Security, which arranges for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to conduct an expedite background 
inquiry covering fifteen years, or the period from age 17. The 
Division of Security evaluates these FBI investigative results and 
makes the final determination on the issuance of a "Q" clearance. 

2. When a n Q" clearance is granted to a Congressional 
staff member, the particular Congressional Committee is advised 
in writing, so that the information can be appropriately recorded. 

As an added precaution, however, Congressional Committees 
must advise AEC in advance as to the names of those staff members 
who are expected to attend meetings where there will be the 
discussion of AEC restricted data. The AEC Division of Security 
conducts a check of their own records to be certain that these 

staff aides possess active "G" clearances. 

3. According to AEC, there have been very few problem# 
in dealing with Congressional Committees through the years, 
and the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy has been particularly 
helpful in ensuring full compliance with AEC security policies 
and procedures. 

4. The Atomic Energy Commission estimates that there 
are about 200 individuals on the "Hill" who hold active "Q" 
clearances. This includes members of Congress, Committee 
staff members, and staff assistants.

FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 


1. The Federal Bureau of Investigation doee not normally 
iseue “clearance#* 1 or offer recommendation# towards the 
granting of a clearance. In those situations where the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation completes a background investigation for 
another U, S. Government agency, the investigative results are 
furnished directly to the requesting office for final evaluation. 

2. In accordance with arrangements established between 
certain Congressional Committees and the Attorney General, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation will upon specific request, 
conduct background investigations on staff members of the 
following Committees: 

A. Senate and House Committees on Judiciary 

B. Senate and House Committees on Appropriations 

C. Semite Armed Forcee Committee 

D. Senate Foreign Relations Committee 

3. In addition, the Federal Bureau of Investigation accepts 
requests from the Atomic Energy Commission in conducting back- 
ground investigations on staff aides of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy. 

4. It may be noted that the FBI investigative reports will 
be released to requesting agencies who are conducting National 
Agency checks. This can be accomplished without prior 
authorisation from the Congressional Committees.
